Teachers’ College of Columbia 33 
sity to Receive Sum Upon Raising 
$440,000 on Conditions Specified by 
Donor-on Man Has Taken Deep in- 
teresgt in Institution ena Main- 
taining Several Students There 
Son Made 


New York, Oct. 23. — {Special.] — As a 
- thenk offering to Almighty God for the 
preservation of, hia family and household 
on the occasion of the destruction by fire of 
his country home at Pocantico Hills, N. V., 
on the night of Sept. 17, 1902,” John D. 
Rockefeller has promised to give $500,000 to 
Teachers’ college, the school of pedagogy of 
Columbia university. The gift was an- 
nounced by Dean James Harle Russell this 
afternoon to the board of trustees. 

To the gift is attached the condition that 
the college raise the sum of §440,000—$250,- 
000 as endowment from other sources and 
$190,000 to pay off all of the present out- 
standing debts of the corporation. 

The offer was made by John D. Rockefeller 
Jr. on behalf of his father in a letter ad- 
dressed to Dean Russell, from which the 
above sentence is quoted. Since last Jan- 
uary the writer of the letter had represented 
his father in an investigation of the internal 
affairs of the college, and the gift was a 
result of the favorable impression he re- 
cetved. The money will be added to the per- 
manent endowment fund of the college. , 


How Gift Is to Be Paid. 


According to Mr. Rockefeller's conditions 
one-half of the sum will be available as soon 
as the debts of the corporation are paid, 
and the other half will be remitted in install- 
ments of $25,000 whenever an equal sum is 
received by the treasurer of the college. 

This gift from Mr. Rockefeller is the largest 
he has ever made to an American institution 
of learning, except to the University of Chi- 
cago. Mr. RockefSlier became interested in 
the college about a year ago and then con- 
tribtited $2,500 for the establishment of 
southern scholarships, 

As president of the new general educa- 
tion board and as an associate of William H. 
Baldwin Jr., George Foster Peabody, and 
Wallace Buttrick, Mr. Rockefeller has 
brought eighteen men and women from 
southern states, extending from Virginia 
to Louisiana, to Teachers’ college. Each of 
the$e students receives an annual stipend 
of $300 to pay the expenses at Columbia. 


‘Young Rockefeller Makes Inquiry. 

Some time ago John D. Rockefeller Jr.

lege, acting under instrution from Mr. Rocke- 
feller Sr., and asked to inspect the college 
work in all its detalis. They consulted its

Fora of United States Court of 
Common: ‘Pleas Forbids An organi- 
sations from Interfering with 
man's Hustiess—Trouble Grows Out 
bst Strike by Waiters—First Ruling 
Evaded by Enlisting Lronworkers, 
So New Decree Is Made Against All.

Cleveland, O., Oct, 23.— [Special. For the 
first time in the history of the Common Pleas 
court of the United States an injunction re- 
atraining all the labor unions of a given com- 
munity from accomplishing a certain pur- 
pose was granted today by Judge Ford. 

The case was styled ‘ The Waiters’ union 
et al. vs. John Mulholiand.” The latter is 
the proprietor of a restaurant at 439 Superior 
street. He employs nonunion help, but 
claims that he pays according to merit, some 
of his men receiving, he says, more than thé 
union scale. 

Waiters’ Local No. 106 declared a boycott 
again Mulholland in order to compel him to 
employ union waiters, and pickets with cards 
declaring Mulholland unfair patrolled in 
front of his place. The restaurant man went 
into court and secured a temporary restrain- 
ing order against the waiters, who placed the 
matter before the Bunge We and La bor 
council. 

Ironworkers Join In. 

Harry Thomas, business agent, was au- 
thorized by that body to take up the fight 
against Mulholland, with the result that the 
Bridge and Structural Ironworkers’ union, 
local 17, was delegated to distribute cards 
declaring Mulholland unfair in front of his 
restaurant. Then Attorney Thobaden, in 
behalf of the restaurant man, filed a supple- 
mentary petition asking the court to make 
the temporary injunction sweeping, 80 as to 
comprise the waiters’ union or associates, 
meaning all unions who send delegates and 
members of the United Trade and Labor 
council. 

Scope of Case Extended. 


The case came up for a hearing, and present 
in the courtroom was the grand secretary of 
the Hotel and Restaurant International Em- 
ployés alliance, thus making the quarrel be- 
tween Mulholland and the labor unions an 
international affair. Attorney Thobaben 
held that the defendants could not be looked 
upon in the light of exercising peaceable per- 
suasion, inasmuch as they were dealing with 
the employer and not the employé. 

Attorney Boyd, in behalf of the defense, 
said that the action on the part of labor was 
purely humanitarian, and that a saloonkeep- 
er has as much right to such an injunction 
against a church which was een to 
ruin his business. :

CRITIC'S Tor FOR MUSIC. 


IF HAND ORGANS DO No PLA IT, 
; IT IS BAD. 


Mark A. Editor ot the 
Musical Courier, and Who Wrote 
the Article in Which Victor Herb- 
ert, the Comic Opera Writer, Is Ac- 
cused of Cribbing, Declares No Man 
Connected with a Brass Band Can 
De a Really Great Musician. 


New York, Oct. 23.—[{Special.]—The test 
of good music is the hand organ, played in the 
street. If the hand organ plays it the music 
is good. Victor Herbert's music is not 
played on hand organs, and, therefore; it is 
bad. Moreover, men who are connected with 
brass bands cannot be really great musicians. 

Such are the conclusions drawn by Mark 
A. Blumenberg, editor of the Musical 
Courier, and the man who wrote the declara- 
tion that Victor Herbert cribbed the themes 
of his operas and did not have any origin- 
alityanyway. Blumenberg was the principal 
witness today for the defense in the suit 
in which the composer asks $50,000 damages. 

Oritie in Self-Defense. 

The courtroom was crowded with music 
composers and critics when Mr. Blumenberg 
took the stand.. 

Q.—What is your business, Mr. Blumen- 
berg? A.—I am a musical critic, and for 
twenty years I have been editor of the 
Musical Courter. 

The witness said that he had written the 
article complained of after he had read a 
dispatch from London to the effect that 
Herbert's opera, The Fortune Teller,“ was 
a failure in London. 


. European Judgment Is Final. 

2. Did the reading of that dispatch inspire 
the article, as it were? 

A.—It did. That dispatch confirmed my 
own judgment. We, in this country, must 
accept European criticisms and decisions as 
final. : 

Q.—Are you now of the same opinion re- 
garding Mr. Herbert's compositions as when 
you wrote that article? 

A.—As a musical expert [this impressive- 
ly], I am of the same opinion: They are 
plagiarisms. Permit me to explain. From 
the standard of criticism of the Musical 
Courter, comic operas do not occupy a se- 
rious field. [Hummel—To be sure. You are 
quite right.] They are not educational art. 
They are written—ah—ah—merely for enter- 
tainment. They are not original or creative. 
When Mr. Herbert fell from the high place 
he once occupied in musical art and came 
to live in the atmosphere of cheap comic 
opera, the Musical Courier turned away 
from him. 
Q. In your expert opinion, what was the 
matter with his compositions? 

A.—Bah! They were written to order, and 
written to order music cannot be good, and, 
above all, it cannot be esthetic. — 


Hand Organ the Only Test. 
Q.—What is to guide one in determining 


whether music is good or bad? 


A. Good music always becomes part of 
the répertoire of street organs. Nobody 
plays Herbert’s operas except Victor Her- 
bert. The test of good popular music is 
whether it’s played on hand organs or not. 
Men who are connected with brass bands 
and comic operas cannot be really great mu- 
sicians. 

Q.—Can you specify any work of Herbert's 
that was not original? 

A.—Certainly. ‘‘ The President’s March,“ 
arranged by him in 1898, embodied the theme 
of the Clio March,“ by Gurnot, published 
in 1891. It was also in the same key. [Mu- 
sicians in the courtroom titter.] In his gere- 
nade the waltz theme, part of the overture, 
was taken from Grace O’More,”’ one of the 
disreputable songs we have here in America, 
which was published in 1895.

Upon 
her refusal to do so a quarrel followed, and 
Mr. Kreebs left the house, returning a few 
minutes later with a bucket of cold water, 
which he threw upon his wife. 

This aroused her anger, and, getting out of 
bed, the quarrel was renewed.

In a moment she appeared in the door with 
a shotgun.

The play 
is not a tragedy, but over it rests the shadow 
of what has come to be looked upon as the 
most awe inspiring tragedy the world has 
ever known, and this shadow made itself 
felt tonight in a manner and with a power 
that left no room for aught. other than se- 
riousness and reflection. 

The nature of the drama in its original 
German form was made clear to the readers i 
of Tun TrrBUN® in the synopsis printed this 
morning, and, while the translator who pre- 
pared Mrs. Fiske's play version—no name is 
given on the program—has altered certain 
scenes and slightly modified certain charac- 
ters, the play in the main has been left un- 
changed, and the product is a tragedy, with 
the central and most tragic figure constantly 
. talked about, but never seen. The advisa- 
bility of such an arrangement is from a 
dramatic and theatrical viewpoint extreme- 
Jy questionable, no matter how commendable 
it may be from an ethical. 

Of Mrs. Fiske’: 8 Mary the most that can be, 
said of it tonight is that it is an interesting 
study. Whether it will ever come to be more 
than that only time and the completion of 
portrayal which. repetition makes possible 
will determine. The nervousness and uncer- 
tainty inseparable from a first presentation, 
no matter how thorough preparation has 
been, were much in evidence tonight and re- 
sulted in the eminent actress playing the 
part in so low a key and with so little surety 
of touch that suggestion rather than actual- 
ity of portrayal was afforded, —

The masterhood of the play is evidenced in 
the range and variety of the opportunities 
it gives to the actors. As for Beata, her 
charaeter is, richer in lights anfishades and 
subtle colorings of Hfe than that of Magda, 
and, at the same time, it is as rich in dra- 
matic possibilities. Her love for her child, 
her joy in activity, the expansive humanity 
of her nature. her good comradeship for 
her husband, the deep and abiding passion 
for her lover, masked under the formal 
friendship which their dignity of character 
requires, all this is indicated in the simplest 
and the most accurately effective manner. 

Mrs. Campbell's interpretation of the part 
of Beata was hedged about by her familiar 
limitations and inspired by her no less fa- 
miliar genius. She did not convince the eye 
that Beata had, as the book says she had, 
‘‘a boundless capacity for happiness, or 
that she was normally busy, dear, and 
gay. 

In the accomplished woman 
of the world, however, she showed her fa- 
miliar grace and charm and the strange 
unbeautkfful beauty that haunts the mind so. 
In the emotional passages her effects were 
accurate and strong. It is hard to see how 
any actress could hava got more out of the 
passage in which Beata realized that fate 
had answered prayer for moonlight and 
death, or the paseage in the last act. when 
she hails death as the crown to her lifelong

INTERESTING EXPERIMENT MADE IN PARIS.

French scientists on Wednesday gave ocular proof of the revolution of the earth, and 
completed the experiment begun in 1851 by Faucault and interrupted by the coup d'etat of 
that year, which threw Paris into a state of siege. Wednesday's experiment was under 


the auspices of the Astronomical society of France. A sixty 


pound ball was swung by a 


wire from the top of the Pantheon dome. Instead of using a circular tron band for the 
pendulum to run along, as Faucault did, the Astronomical society allowed the point at- 
tached to the bottom of the ball to trace its course through sand on the floor. The ex- 
periment was entirely successful, the motion of the earth being shown by a new track in 


the sand each time the pendulum passed over it. The cut pictures the experiment as begun 


by Faucault, and is from L’Illustracion of Dec. 15, 1851.

URGES CHURCH 20 TRY ADS 


MINISTER WANTS 
INK USED. 


CHICAGO 
PRINTERS’ 
The Rev. G. F. Hall, Speaking Before 
Christian Convention at Omaha, 
Asks That Billboards and News- 
papers Be Made Medium of An- 
mnouncing Meetings—Would Paint 
Preachers on Wallse—Many Declare 
They Will Test His Scheme. 


Omaha, Neb.,Oct. 23.—[ Special. The Rev. 
G. F. Hall of Chicago created something of 
a sensation at the afternoon session of the 
international convention of the Christian 
church today by advocating extreme meas- 
ures in advertising church services and re- 
ligious matters in general to the world. 

He declared the churches did not pay 
enough attention to this sort of thing. He 
believed the pictures of pastors and churches 
and six foot type announcing religious serv- 
ices would not only be an improvement on 
what the billboards of the cities of this coun- 
try exhibit but would also reap a great har- 
vest for the advertisers. 

He advocated most earnestly newspaper 
advertising, and it was his idea that churches 
would receive great benefit if they inserted 
in the dally publications regular display 
advertisements, paid for at regular rates, 
and suggested that the insertion of a picture 
of the church pastor should be a prominent 
part of the ad.“ ) 

Mr. Hall pointed out the advertising ofthe 
greatest evangelists and the results brought 
about by it. 

The speaker pointed out the sort of matter 
at present adorning every bill board in the 
country and asked who would say it was not 
a reform to change the +cariet poster of a 
ballet dancer to the likeness of a minister, 
and the advertisement for whisky to a notice 
of a religious service. 

After the convention the speech was widely 
Giscussed and favorably commented upon. 
Trustees of many of the disciples churches 
stated that they intended to take up the idea 
immediately in their churches and would 
urge its practical adoption.

“This powerful movement toward the 
spread of education in the south must also 
create a tremendous demand for well trained 
teachers, and the burden thus thrown upon 
our colleges and secondary schools will be 
greatly inereased. Those measures by which 
in most of the southern states the negro has 
been partially disfranchised represent an 
ominous but not permanent tendency. The 
disfranchisement of ignorance or of moral 
worthlessness is not to be deprecated; but 
the drawing of the line of political privilege 
between the ignorant white man and the ig- 
norant black man is a wrong that can't 
endure. It can only be justified by the delib- 
erate purpose to reduce the race to a subject 
condition. The southern people are essen- 
tially a chivalrous people, and they cannot 
bulld their citizenship on any measure of 
injustice to the weak.” 


Raise $300,000 for Missions. 

Cleveland, O., Oct. 23.— [Special. }—Metho- 
dists today subscribed over $300,000 for 
Methodist mission work, and the convention 
tonight sent out telegrams, expecting to 
raise the contributions to $400,000 before the 
conference ends tomorrow night. The 
scenes during the raising of the money were 
of the greatest enthusiasm. The subscrip- 
tions were called for at the.end of addresses 
by 8. Earl Taylor of New York and John R. 
Mott, leader of the student movement. Sub- 
scription cards were distributed in the audi- 
ence. Bishop Thoburn arose and said he was 
authorized to state that if the conference 
would subscribe $150,000 that he had $100,000 
pledged by a man whose name he would not 
disclose.

Instructor at Northwestern University 
Says New Methods of Christian 
Work Are Constantly Being Adopt- 
_ed-Old Time Revival,’ with Its 
Moaning Sinners, Declared to Be

penter Prophet.“ Now comes Prof. George 
A. Coe, head of the department of moral and 
intellectual philosophy, who is the author 
of The Religion of a Mature Mind,“ which 
will be published soon. 


expected to occasion the upheaval that fol- 
lowed the publication of Dr. Pearson’s vol- 
ume, has already occasioned some argument. 
The book is a collection of Dr. Coe's ad- 
dresses, and the Chapter on Prayer is 
held by some to be antagonistic to Methodist 
doctrine. It was first delivered before a Y. 
M. C. A. convention in Chicago last January. 
An attempt was made at that time to con- 
strue it as an agreement with the views of 
Prof. Pearson, but Prof. Coe denied it. 


Views of Christianity Change. 

Says Dr. Coe in his preface: 

We have been many times assured that 

the new learning does not take away any- 
thing that was ever essential to Chrietian 
living. This is doubtiess true, but the use 
made of it is misleading. For our notion of 
what is essential to Christian discipleship 
does change from time to time, and with it 
our aspirations and our conduct. 
Just now it ie being modified in the 
closest, relation to the growth of knowledge 
concerning the scriptures. The new con- 
ception of a developing revelation has so 
focused spiritual authority in Jesus that 
men no longer find it easy to wrest scripture 
to the service of their arbitrary desires and 
practices 

One chapter in the book is headed: Are 
Conversions Going Out of Date? Discuss- 
ing revivalism, Dr. Coe writes: 

„ Revivaliam is not only not spreading, it 
is undergoing an obvious struggle for exist- 
ence in the churches that have most culti- 
vated it. The old fashioned revival, in fact, 
guch ‘as took place under the preaching of 
Wesley, Whitefield, Edwards, and Finney, 
has practically disappeared. Revival efforts 
are still common, to be sure, but they rarely 
show any close approximation to the older 


“The preaching, for the most part, is of 
a different sort. It emphasizes another set 
of ideas, it appeals to another set of motives, 
it expects.a different set of results, and it at- 
tracts the attention of only a special part 
of the populace. Profound conviction for 
sin is less insisted upon, and less frequently 
experienced. How many persons not yet 
beyond middle life have ever heard sinners 


tion? | 
Revised Methods of Conversion. 
_ Farther on the author agke the reader: 

„Can you show, by the effects in the life, 
by the influence upon society, that the re- 
vival type of conversion has any advantage 
over other forms of religious expression? 
Unless such demonstration be set forth, men 
will not be persuaded to return to the olden 
ways. They will always be interested in strik- 
ing conversion phenomena, but as something 
to talk about rather than as something that 
yitally concerns human life.”

TRUTH ABOUT THE SMOKE NUISANCE. |. 
For twenty years city Officials have car- | 


against violators of the smoke ordinance. 
Considerable money has been spent in ef- 
forts to enforce it, and many business men 
have been brought into court where they 
have sometimes paid fines and have al- 
ways made promises which they have usual- 
ly forgotten. The record of twenty years’ 
labor is one of wasted effort. Nothing of 
permanent value has been accomplished. 
The smoke nuisance has grown with the 
manufacturing and commercial! interests of 
the city. 

The smoke nuisance is costly and insan- | 
itary. While, for economic reasons, it.can- 
not be altogether done away with it can be 
greatly abated. That there has been no per- 


to the neglect of the municipality and to the 

defective plan of operations which has been 

adhered to by successive heads of the smoke 

bureau. 

A city government should be the first to 

obey its own ordinances. It cannot con- 

sistently ask citizens to obey them if it does 

not. The city of Chicago has from the be- 

ginning been a conspicuous violator of its 

‘own smoke ordinance. The floods of dense 
black smoke poured out from the smoke- 

stacks of pumping stations, school houses, 

and other public buildings belonging to the 

city or county testify to the failure of the 

city to consume the smoke it makes. The 

owner of a private plant has been justified | 
in drawing one or two conclusions from the 

smoking chimneys of public buildings. One 

is that the smoke nuisance cannot be abated, 
and the ordinance for its abatement is 
futile. The other is that the city feels itself 

authorized to exact of its citizens a greater 

degree of respect for The law of cleanliness 

than it is willing to observe itself. Natur- 

ally such an attitude as this does not pro-. 
mote obedience to the law. The first step 
towards the enforcement of the smoke or- 
dinance is absolute compliance by the mu- 

nicipality with its requirements. 

The plan of campaign of the smoke bu- 
reau has been faulty in that it has been a 

sporadic prosecution of individuals instead 

of a persistent prosecution of classes of of- 

fenders, taking up one class at a time and 

hammering away at it until it abeys the law. 

The smoke bureau has prosecuted seemingly 

at random, without a plan. It has hit a head 

here and then a head there. It has sometimes 

passed by conspicuous offenders and at- 

tacked minor ones. To this method of pro- 

cedure may be ascribed in part the suspicion 

entertained by so many that the smoke bu- 

reau has been at different times a blackntail 

agency, and that it has often begun suits 

not so much to suppress the smoke nuisance 

as to promote the sale of smoke consumirfg 

devices, or to levy tribute upon engineers 

and owners of builds men can- 

not be expected to yield willing obedience 

to an ordinance which they believe is dis- 

honestly administered.

LICENSE THE NURSES. 

Foreigu visitors have said that the Amer- 
ican is not happy until he has some kind 
of diploma in the most conspicuous place 
in his drawing room. This extravagant 
slander has a basis of truth in the fact that 
frequently the American likes to present 
some evidence of where he has been and 
what he has done. The “show down” 
is a familiar idea to him. As long as he 
is content with this idea and does not ex- 
tend it into the realm of fake perhaps no 
harm is done. Diploma mills, however, are 
likely to have most injurious consequences, 
and, of all diploma mills, those lately brought 
to light in Chicago seem designed to. ac- 
complish most harm. When was there ever | 
a more impudent proposition than to train 
nurses by correspondence? If any profes- 
sion needs actual contact with things it is | 
certainly that of nursing. A book nurse 
or a letter nurse can hardly help being an 
imposition and a scandal. 

Nursing has ceased to be a duty which 

any woman can be supposed capable of dis- 
charging. When pain and anguish rack the 
brow the real ministering angel is the one 
who has studied antiseptics, dietetics, and 
-hygiene. The suggestion about licensing 
trained nurses, therefore, deserves consid- 
eration. If the state refuses to allow doc- 
tors to practice until they have satisfied 
official requirements and are enrolled as 
reputable practitioners, surely the same 
policy onght to be pursued toward the women 
who supplement the doctors’ work. Ex- 
amine the nurses, license them, and the cor- 
respondence training schools will die. 

At the same time there is ahother class 
of women who deserve attention. Over large 
parts of Chicago most women prefer mid- 
wives to doctors. . This preference may be 
natural. Nevertheless, it is dangerous. 
Thousands of children are being brought inro 
the world by persons of utterly inadequate 

preparation for such a.delicate and im- 
portant task. The state of medical know!- 
edge among midwives is of so low a charac- 
ter as to be almost humorous.

COMPANY DELAYED. 


Next heartun. will Be at New York on 


Nov. 10—-W. F. Clough, Vice Presi- 
dent, and President Mellen of the 
Northern Pacifie Are the Last Wit- 
messes Examined at St. Paul—They 
Explain the Advantage of a Joint 


St. Paul. Minn., Oct. B. -The henson in 
this city of Special Examiner F. G. Ingersoll, 
appointed to take testimony in the suit of 
the United States against the Northern Se- 
curities company, the Great Northern rail- 
way, and Northern Pacific railway, and oth- 
ers, under the Sherman anti-trust law. was 
concluded late this afternoon and an ad- 
journment taken: to New York on Noy. 10 
next. 

Today's wtinedane were W. P. Clough, 


vice president of the Northern Securities 


company, and President Mellen of the North- 
ern Pacific, but nearly the entire day was 
devoted to the former, the government's at- 
torney paying particular attention to the 
matter of rates and joint rates, various 
schedules of tariffs having been introduced 
in the record. 


Advantage of a Joint Tariff. 

Mr. Clough told in some detall of the con- 
necting points of the Northern Pacific and 
Great Northern and their population, and 
the interests in North Dakota, Montana, and 
Washington. He explained the meaning of 
Joint tariffs" and identified documents 


showing the nature of such tariffs, which 


were then placed in the record. 

Joint tariffs,’ he said, greatly facili- 
tate the movement of traffic, connecting im- 
portant centers and such arrangements, and 
in the. movement of. large shipmen This 
arrangement makes a single route ‘out of 
several independent ones, and is the particu- 
lar point in which the railroads of the United 
States are far superior to those of Europe.“ 

‘Mr. Clough insisted that there had never 
been any real attempt to consolidate the 
Northern Pacific and Great Northern rail- 
roads, and held that the only action ever 
taken had been really nothing but the per- 
sonal acts of individual shareholders. He 
said further that the Great Northern itseif 
was a holding and operating company, al- 
though owning no rallway. lines. 


@ Speaking of the Northern Securities com- 


pany, he said its organizers did not adopt 
the idea of a trustee for their stock, as they 
did not desire to tie up their stock that tight, 

the stock should be in such shape. that 

could be dealt with. The effect of pos- 
ine adverse legislative action had been one 
influence in the organization of the Northern 
Securities company, as some Supreme court 
decisions had made a little uncertain the 
question of vested. rights, and they even 
feared that their charters might be taken 


away. 
Nie Jersey Law the Best. 

Mr. Clough was again on-the stand at the 
afternoon session, Assistant Attorney Gen- 
eral Beck seeking the reason why the North- 
ern. Securities company had been incorpor- 
ated in New Jersey. Mr. Clough explained 
that it was becatte the corporation laws of 
‘that state had been judicially passed on, 
interpreted, and their validity established, 
while the laws of New York, under which 
it was at one time thought possible to in- 
corporate, and which are similar to the New 
Jersey statutes, were new laws and had not 
yet been sustained by the courts. He denied 
that the Northern Pacific, ‘stockholders had 
been consulted before the articles of the 
Northern Securities company were filed, but 
admitted that J. Nerpont Morgan, a large 
holder of Northern Pacific, and D. Willis 
James; and other holders in both roads had 
been consulted before articles were filed and 
nad consented to put their stock in a holding 
company. .. 

Mr. Clough admitted that the securities 
company holes prox‘es for all Northern Pa- 
eine and Great Northern stock deposited. 
He admitted that this was in. both cas¢s a 
majority and there was nothing to prevent 
the election of identical boards of diréctors 
for both roads except the laws of the coun- 
try, which positive forbid such acticn.

Lieut. John Haines of the Canalport ave- 
nue police station appeared before the jury 
and had an indictment so worded that it

$125,000 of silver bullion during the month 
of September, and the yield of bullion for this 
month will exceed $200,000 in value.

useful. The industries and domestic com- 
merce of the United States are centering in 
Chicago. Here also should. be not only the 
greatest technical schools but also the great-. 


4 est university school, devoted to the study of 


business and industrial organization and to 
the solution of the problems raised by the 


labor and capital. 

There is no doubt about the existence 
of a popular demand for such a school. The 
New York University School of Commerce, 
Accounts, and Finance, although only two 
years old, has an entering class this year of 
over 100 men. A thousand letters of inquiry 
from all parts of the country have been re- 
ceived since last June. 

For the practical study of foreign e ex- 
change and commerce, accounting, and 
finance New York offers advantages equaled 
by no other city.in the world. Chicago holds 
the same preéminent position in industry 
and domestic commerce, and should be the 
center of intelligence with respect to these 
subjects.“

I have never supposed the companies 
would put in extensive improvements until 
the franchise question was settled, said 
Mayor Harrison yesterday in talking of the 
dispatch in Tue Trisune, telling of the 
position of the eastern financiers interested 
in Union Traction stock. 

1 have taken it as a matter of course 
things would run along as they are until 
the companies know where. they stand,“ he 
continued. “That, however, to my mind, 
is no reason why the franchise questions 
should be settled until they can be settled 
right. It would be better for the people to 
put up a while longer with the present dis- 
comforts and get better service in the end 
than to sell out now for a mess of pottage. 

My position is exactly what is has always 
been. I want an act passed by the legisia- 
ture enabling the city to take over the 
roads either for municipal ownership 
or municipal control at such time as 
it may be able before any extension 
of the franchises is granted. The reason 
for this is the ane I have often iterated. It 
is plain enough that if the franchises are 
extended first- we will never get any en- 
abling act from the legislature; the rallway 
companies will see to that. If. however, 
we insist on having the act before the fran- 
chises are extended then they Will see the 
wisdom of keeping their hands off the legis- 
lature, and we will have a good chance 
of securing the legislation we want.

AT WORK ONITS REPORT. 


List of Assessments and Increases Made 


Being Prepared for Board of Equal-. 


ization. 


Springfield, III., Oct. 28.—[Special.]—The 
capital stock committee of the state board 


of equalization adjourned this evening until 


next Tuesday. The committee has not yet 
taken up the matter of assessing the fran- 
zhise corporations of the city of Chicago. 

As the work progresses the committee is 
preparing its report, which will be submitted 
to the whole board after all of the commit- 
tee work is disposed of. The report will be 
divided into, three parts. One part will con- 
sist of corporations upon which the capital 
stock has been assessed. The second part 
will consist of those upon which no capital 
stock assessment has been returned, and the 
third wil) include corporations exempt from 
taxation upon capital stock. 

Already over $5,000,000 has been added to 
the assessments of Cook county corporations 
by the capital stock committee. Assessments 
have been made upon the capital stock of 550 
corporations, and on over three-fourth of this 
number no capital stock assesement ever be- 
fore has been made. Chairman Barnesstated 
today that some method certainly can be 
found to collect all of the taxes assessed un- 
der the increase. 

Probably one-half of the corporations re- 
ported to the committee are exempt from 
taxation under the laws of the state. Ofthe 
others, the returns made by 1,500 have been 
questioned by the committee and the sched- 
ules have been returned for certification. 
About the same number have escaped as- 
sessment upon their capital stock because 
their tangible property is found to equal their 
capitalization.

NBWS OF THR RAILWAYS 


MILEAGE MATTER CONSIDERED, 
BUT NO DECISION IS MADE. 


Executive Committee of the Western 
Passenger Association Considers 
the Problem, but the Conferees Fail 
to Arrive at a Decision, the Rock 
Island, as Ever, Being an Uncertain 
Factor—J. J. Hill and His Dealings 
with the Burlington. 


The executive committee of the Western 
er association met yesterday in the 
office of Chairman MacLeod in the Monad- 
nock building and considered the 
restriction of interéhangeability of individ- 
ual 2,000 mile tickets and the proposed in- 
crease in minimum number of miles trav- 
eled on interchangeable mileage credentials 
to 3,000 miles. 

Considerable opposition was shown to the 
proposition to make 3,000 miles the minimum 
for which interchangeable mileage is to be 
issued. The scheme if carried through would 
add an additional hardship upon commercial 
travelers, and especially those traveling for 
small concerns, which cannot afford to buy 
or use 3,000 miles during the year. 

The eastern roads have found 2,000 mile 
tickets too burdensome to commercial trav- 
elers and are now selling 1,000 mile inter- 
changeable tickets, and these have become 
exceedingly popular, the sales of the Cen- 
tral P association having more than 
doubled since the change was made. 

It is the opinion of those opposed to the 
proposition that the western roads will be 
badly hurt if they adopt a 3,000 mile inter- 
changeable ticket by a serious decrease in 
their sale, and that in a few weeks they 
32 be compelled to adopt a more liberal 
policy. 

The Rock Island, not being a member of 
the association, was not represented at yes- 
terday’s meeting and this road is said to be 
unalterably opposed to an increase in the 
number of miles for interchangeable mileage 
tickets, and in order to ascertain tts position, 
regarding the matter it was decided to take 
the matter up at a meeting of the western 
mileage bureau to be held here Nov. 7. 


J. J. Hill—and Others. 3 

The favoritism shown by the Great North- 
ern and Northern Pacific to the Burlington 
is causing much ill feeling among the Bur- 
lington’s competitors. Mr. Hill claims that 
the Burlington, being one of the railroad 
systems he controls, he can see no good rea- 
son why his roads in the northwest should 
not favor the Burlington whenever it can 
5 done without doing other lines an injus- 

ce, 

This, however, does not satisfy the North- 
western and Rock Island roads, which turn 
over as much business to the Hill roads west 
of St. Paul as the Burlington, and they think 
they ought to get a fair proportion of the 
Great Northern's and Northern Pacific 
business consigned to points east of St. Paul. 

It is reported that it is the sentiment of 
the Northwestern and Milwaukee and St. 
Paul roads to go after Hill's merger combine 
in an effort to recover some of the traffic 
between St. Paul and Chicago which has 
been seeder. to the Burlington. 

It is said at 55 per cent of this traffic 
how goes 3 the Burlington. 

One of the principal items of traffic in the 
past has been the hauling of rolling stock of 
the roads west of St. Paul, which has been 
shipped from the east. All this business now 
goes over the Burlington. 

Complaint also is made that in routing 
passenger business originating in the west 
everything is sent over the Burlington unless 
the passengers object. The Burlington's 


competitors, it is understood, will meet here 


next week to consider what action is neces- 
sary to bring Mr. Hill to a realization of the 
fact that there are other lines between Chi- 
cago and St. Paul than the Burlington, and 
that they have to be reckoned with. 


As to Alton Suit. 1 

Henry D. Laughlin, the minority stock- 
holder who has attacked the Alton reorgani- 
zation, denies the report that he is trying to 


Sell his fifty shares of stock to Harriman 


and abandon the suit. He says the litigation 
is one of the most important affecting rail- 
road values in years. There was a broader 
question, he says, than the right to take 
his little fifty shares and juggle them as the 


oa present régime has done.“ 


The Alton, Mr. Laughlin says, is only a 
glaring example of present day over capital- 
ization, and if it is illegal to do this sort of 
thing over a stockholder’s protest in the 
ease of the Alton, it is equally illegal in the 
case of every.other railroad company which 
has been reo@anized on the water plan“ 
in the last two or three years. 

It had been stated that the syndicate which 
purchased the property made between 16 
and 18 per cent, which would be between 
$7,000,000 and $8,000,000. Taking the stock 
market value of the property as $45,000,000 
when Mr. Harriman bought it and as $70,- 
000,000 now, the profit represented would 
be $25,000,000 On the valuation and $30,000,000 
on the Harriman purchase price. 


Harriman Gets New Line. 

The St. Joseph and Grand Island railroad 
has been bought by the Harriman interests 
to prevent the Rock Island from obtaining 
it. The control was purchased in open mar- 
ket. The line, while not big, is important 
strategically to the western trunk lines and 
especially valuable to the Union Pacific. It 
runs from St. Joseph, Mo., to Grand Island, 
Neb., a distance of 250 miles, and has tracks 
from St. Joseph to Kansas City, sixty-one 
miles.

Discusses the Chicago, 
Milwaukee Avenue and Inland 
Lakes Line.

The foreigners who attend the evening 
schools will be taught rag time popular airs, 
national hymns, and all characteristically 
American songs as a part of their education. | 
This was determined by the school manage- 
ment committee yesterday, when, on recom- 
mendation of Supt. Cooley, it authorized the 
purchase of a number of song books for use 
in the night schools. 

*“ Patriotic songs will lish @ great 
deal of good in the evening schools,“ urged 
Supt. Cooley. 

It is also felt that a knowledge of the 
popular airs which are sung on the streets 
and in the theaters will hasten the naturaliza- 
tion of the foreigners and their adoption of 
national Manners and customs.

Authority was granted the School Chil- 
dren's Aid society to make the annual col- 
lection in the schools on Thanksgiving day 
for the benefit of the poorer children, who, 
owing to lack of proper clothing, are pre- 
vented from attending school. In its report 
of last year’s collection it was shown that 
the school children contributed $5,599.90. Of 
this sum $3,757 was expended for shoes, $717 
for boys’ suits, $731.98 for undergarments 
and stockings, and $191.38 for material for 
dresses,

HOLLOW AND ARTIFICIAL. _ 
Mrs. Craigie’s ‘ Soul Hunters Is an Un- 
wholesome Book. 

Mrs. Craigie (John Oliver Hobbes) admits, 
so her publishers announce, that she has 
done her best work in Love and the Soul 
Hunters,” so perhaps there is no more to 
be said on that point, for Mrs. Craigie is 
nothing if not cocksure. But some of her 
readers will not be so certain, or if assured 


tion and expression, will still wish that she 
might exercise her talent in a field less queer. 
For queer is the word that best expresses 
the characters and life with which she 
deals, and the adjective may be used in all 
its v ng shades of meaning. : 

Prince Paul of Urseville-Beylestein is firs 
soul hunter, although many will character- 
ize his occupation with a much less credit- 
able and psychological term, since it con- 
sists of amusing himself after the manner of 
princes, with amours of all sorta, in hope of 
finally finding one that will be satisfying and 
lasting.. The second soul hunter is Dr. Fel- 
shammer, a perfect foil to the prince, whose 
secretary he is at the start, but who de- 
ceives himself with no false notions about 
spirits, It is something more material that 
he is after, for he loves the girl upon whom 
the wandering fancy of the prince has lin- 
gered, and he wants her to the extent of 
trying to kill his royal rival to save her from 
him—for himself. Felshammer is thus de- 
scribed: ‘“‘ His features had a certain em- 
phatic sensuality, a strong animation, hu- 
manly masked by lines of hard thinking, 
strong feeling, and possible rough living. 
He was heavily built, with square shoulders, 
a short neck, and powerful hands.“ With the 
added detail that Felshammer’s face is dis- 
figured with several scars, compare with this 
the following description of the rival soul 
hunter; Paul was seven and twenty, the 
second son of a monarch who had not been 
driven from his kingdom by the sword, but 
contemptuously swept out with a broom- 
stick. Educated in exile, where vengeance, 
deception, and debauchery had seemed the 
ehief, if not the only, employments of the 
royal circle, the young man was still amiable 
and generous.”’ 

These two are after the soul of a poor but 
proud society girl named Clementine Glou- 
cester. The prince finally becomes so in- 
fatuated that he condescends to ask her to 
contract a private marriage with him. 
He tells her that state reasons will eventual- 
ly compel him to marry a princess, and goes 
on dut before this doom comes upon me— 
and I can call it nothing else—I want two 
years, at least one year, of peace with my 
true companion.“ The soul happens to have 
scruples, whereupon the prince becomes in- 
dignant, and complains: Tou are spoil- 
ing the romance of my life. If you knew my 
view of marriage under any conditions, if 
you could imagine my prejudice, you would 
appreciate the great devotion I have for 
vou.“ It may contribute to a better under- 
standing of the world in which the soul 
hunters "’ pursue their prey to know that 
the mother of Clementine is a retired dancer 
known as Mme. de Montgenays, who lived 
to keep her figure, and no other considera- 
tion ever agitated her mind for long. -Reck- 
less, unmoral, self-absorbed, and highly 
artistic, she was the pride of dressmakers, 
and the pensioned love of two rich Rus- 
Hans. Clementine does not know her and 
believes her mother to be dead. 

There are other characters, of course, but 
they are nearly all of the same sort. Their 
actions and thoughts and words are what 
might be expected from such people. Mrs. 
Craigie maneuvers them through the worlds 
of fashion and finance, and puts some clever 
talk into their mouths at times, but it is 
all hollow and artificial, and there is not a 
single honest or true motive in the whole 
story.

PROF. KING’S THOUGHTFUL BOOK. 


“Theology and the Social Conscious- 


ness” a Distinct Addition to Religious 


Thought. 

A distinct addition to the religious thought 
of the day is to be found in a book called 
“Theology and the Social Consciousness,“ 
by Henry Churchill King, professor of theol- 
ogy and philosophy in Oberlin college. The 
work is a study of the relations of the social 
consciousness to theology. In the summer of 
1891 Prof. King delivered a series of lectures 
at the Harvard summer school, and his book, 
which has just come from the press of the 
Macmillan company, is the outgrowth of the 
lectures there given. The lecture form has 
been entirely abandoned, however, and much 
material has been added. 

The social consciousness, according to Prof. 
King, is a growing sense of the brotherhood 
of man. Five eléments are involved in this, 
and they may be profitably separated in our 
thoughts. The first element is a deepening 
sense of the likeness or like mindedness of 
‘men; the second, their mutual influence; the 
third, the value and sacredness of the per- 
aoe the fourth, mutual obligation; the fifth, 
Ove. 

‘Prof. King writes of the influence of the 
social consciousness upon the conception of 
religion; of its influence upon theological 
doctrine; of the influence of the deepening 
sense of the mutual influence of men upon 
theology; of the influence of the deepening 
sense of the value and sacredness of the 
person upon theology; and under these va- 
rious heads he writes of those things which 
naturally come within the scope of the sub- 
ject. The book is one for theologians, for 
divinity students, and for those of the laity 
who feel an interest in all that pertains to 
religious teaching.
